| May Send Parcs 


Direct to Germany 


for First Time Since 
break of War — 

A direct exchange of parcel post has 
been arranged between Canada and 
Germany for the first time since the 
outbreak of war nine years ago, ao 
cording to official advices received at 
the Regina post office. The new ar- 
rangement is additional to the existing 
parcel post route via England. 

Direct parcel mails for Germany 
will be made up at Montreal during 
the summer season and St. John, 
N.B., or Halifax, N.S., during the 
winter, The first direct dispatch was 
forwarded. by the Empress of France 
which left Montre al, Saturday, anerer 
138. 

The rates of postage on parcels 
posted in Canada for transmission 
by this direct route are from 23 cents 
a pound to $1.37 for 11-pounds.
